New Army Order 
Will Discharge 
All Surplus Men 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(4)— 
The Army today authorized re- 
lease of surplus enlisted men on 
duty in the United States and 
President Truman signed legisla- 
tion designed to spur voluntary 
enlistments in the armed forces. 

The Army order, applying to 
air, ground and _ service forces, 
permits commanders to discharge 
soldiers who are covered by all 
these conditions: 


1. Not currently eligible for dis- 
charge by reason of points or age. 

2. Not qualified for foreign 
duty and have completed two 
years of service since Sept. 16, 
1940. 

3. Surplus to the requirements 
of the force to which they were 
assigned and “not economically re- 
trainable to perform useful serv- 
ice.” 

4. Not possessed of a 
skill” needed by the Army. 

This does not apply to regular 
Army enlisted men who enlisted 
after last Aug. 16 or who have 
elected to remain in the service 
under other regulations. The or- 
der stipulated that this system 
must not interfere with discharge 
of high score men. 

The measure approved by Mr. 
Truman authorizeg short-term en: 
listments, optional’ Army retire- 
ment’ at Half pay after 20 years 
of service, which the Navy al- 
ready permits, and extends bene- 
fits of the GI Bill of Rights to 
men re-enlisting. 


New recruits may enlist for 18 
months. Men already in the serv- 
ice with at least six months’ 
training may re-enlist for 12 
months.

THE HAGUE, Oct. 6—(INS)—

THEY RE REAL WAIFS NOW 


Romulus, Remus and Wolf 
- PutGeorgia'sRomein Tizzy

ROME, Ga., Oct. 6.—What to do with a bronze statue presented 
the city of Rome, Ga., by Benito Mussolini in 1929 is the subject of 


much discussion here these days. 

The statue, an exact replica of 
ancient Rome’s Capitolirie Wolf 
nursing the two foundlings, ,Rom- 
ulus and Remus, was taken from 
its marble pedestal in front of the 
city hall by indignant citizens 
when the Italian dictator declared 
war on the Allies. 

And now, since the glory of Il 
Duce is no more, a sizable por- 
tion of the city’s population 
wishes the statue restored to its 
place. 

On the other hand, many here 
feel that the statue is but an 
odious reminder of the former 
Fascist dictator. As such, they be- 
lieve it should be disclaimed for- 
ever. 

Meanwhile, the wolf, Romulus 
and Remus, are quartered in the 
basement of the city hall, sur- 
rounded by washing powder, light 
bulbs, and other prosaic supplies. 
* To restore the statue to its place 
would require a majority vote of 
the city commission. This seems 
unlikely in the near future, not 

ause the commissioners person- 
ally object, but because they feel 
that the majority of the people 
are against it. 

“Someone would destroy or 
steal the statue again,” asserts J. 
E. Yarbrough, first commissioner. 
“People who had relatives fight- 
ing in Italy cannot easily forget 
Italy's crimes. would vote 
azainst restoring it now.” 

It may be recalled that Romu- 
lus—or perhaps Remus—was sto- 
len once before. The culprit was 
never discovered. Rotarians pro- 
vided the money for a duplicate, 
which was cast ‘in Italy. +

“Some people didn’t like the 
statue even before the war,” says 
Hughes Reynolds, Floyd county 
historian. “They objected to it 
on moral grounds, charging that 
such an exposure of infant anato- 
my should not be allowed.” 


Reynolds also maintains that 
the statue was not in reality the 
gift of Mussolini, but was sent by 
the Chatillon Rayon Corporation 
of Milan, Italy, after the Chatil- 
lon mills were located here. Nev- 
ertheless, he hopes to see it re- 
moved from hiding because it’s 
“an interesting connection be- 
tween old and new Rome.” 


“Junk it,” is the curt request 
of William Kane, American Le- 
gion committeeman. “I can’t for- 
get the stab in the back that Italy 
gave France, and I certainly don’t 
want to see it go back up.” 


Typical of opinions voiced by 
many Romans is that of C. H. 
Booker, vice president of the 
First National Bank. He suggests 
that the statue be moved to a more 
appropriate place and that a 
legend explaining its background 
be placed beside it. 


Sites proposed by various citi- 
zens are the library, a public park 
or a museum room. Organizers of 
a de County Historical So- 
ciety have expressed the desire 
to have it, should it be rejected 
by the city fathers. But the ulti- 
mate decision of the latter is not 
now known.

The entire program has been 
mapped to tie into the interregion- 
al road program which is being 
sponsored by the federal Public 
Roads Administration, and al- 
though details of costs and their 
division between participating gov- 
ernments has not yet been work- 
ed out, Lochner said yesterday he 
is confident that the program can 
be executed and that Atlanta will 
have one of the finest, most flex- 
ible and most complete street lay- 
outs in the country. 

Construction of the expressways 
in nine separate units is recom- 
mended by the engineers. 

The first is a northward 2.12- 
mile stretch, extending along Wil- 
liams street from Simpson street 
to Peachtree street at Brookwood 
drive at a cost of $5,000,000. All 
the expressways would have 300- 
foot rights of way, with feeder 
roads running at present street lev- 
els and with access points to the 
four-lane expressway, which would 
be depressed about 12 feet below 
existing grades. 

When the northern branch is 
completed to Brookwood drive it 
will be divided. One leg will pro- 
ceed northeastward from Peach- 
tree and Brookwood drive to the 
Buford highway, a distance of 3.4 
miles, at a cost of $2,950,000. 

The other leg will proceed north- 
westward from Peachtree road and 
Brookwood drive to connect with 
the new Marietta highway near 
West Pace’s Ferry road. This 
stretch is 4.97 miles long and will 
cost $3,650,000. 

A southern expressway will orig- 
inate at Capitol avenue and Me-

Economy Biggest Factor 
In Expressways Choice 


Expressways were coon to solve the traffic problem of met- 
ropolitan Atlanta because of their comparative economical construc- 


tion, their flexibility and other advantages, Harry W. Lochner, of | 


H. W. Lochner & Company, Chicago consultants, explains. 


Although city and county plan- 
ning offices more than a year ago 
proposed a series of elevated high- 
ways over railways entering At- 
lanta, the new master plan of- 
fered by experts yesterday chose 
the expressway method of tackling 
the perplexing and growing traf- 
fic problem. 

Lochner said in “every com- 
parable case” elevated highways 
had been abandoned. He cited the 
fact that railroads must have a 
22-foot clearance, and that high- 
ways constructed over them must 
extend about 30 feet into the air 
to meet this requirement. 


He further listed the fact that 
such highways are limited to rail- 
road rights-of-way, are not easily 
accessible because some of the ap- 
proaches must extend as much as 
800 feet from the road to give a 
proper grade. Because of the high 
construction cost, he said, ele 
vated expressways would cost up 
to $4,000,000 a mile, about $1,500,- 
000 a mile more than the proposed 
depressed highways which he and 
his asosciates have advocated for 
Atlanta. 


His artist instinct also favored | 


the depressed roadways. He point- 


ed to the fact that the long slop- 
ing banks from the access roads 
to the four-lane expressways would 
lend themselves to scenic beauti- 
fication through) planting of 
shrubs, rose and vine banks, mag- 
nolia, dogwood and other colorful 
trees. 

Because the expressways are de- 
pressed, noises from the outside 
will be deflected upward and the 
expressways will be comparative- 
ly quiet, he added. 

Lochner said a proposal that the 
expressways be made toll roads 
was abandoned because it would 
deny the use of the roads to those 
unable to pay; that such roads are 
new and there was some apprehen- 
sion as to how the public would 
react to a toll; and that a toll 
would increase the cost of admin- 
istration by forcing the mainte- 
nance of toll stations. 

“I wish we could have the ad- 
vantage of the possibility of beau- 
tification on roads farther north 
that Atlantans have,” he said. 
“The expressways can be made 
one of the city’s most beautiful 
attractions. What one cannot do 
with Georgia climate and Georgia 
trees, shrubs and vines!”

Leading Atlantans praised Harry W. Lochner, of H. W. 
Lochner & Company, Chicago consultants, and his associates 
after they heard details of the master traffic plan developed to 
meet Atlanta’s traffic problems. 

Robert L. MacDougall, chairman of a special citizens’ advis- 
ory bond committee to assist in selection of postwar projects to 
be undertaken by the metropolitan area, said Atlanta should get 
ready to execute an extensive after-the-war development.

Frank H. Neely, executive vice president and secretary of 
Rich’s, Inc., and former chairman of the Fulton county planning 
commission, said the plan fits conclusions made jointly by the 
Atlanta and Fulton planning groups, and is an outstanding and 
constructive job. 

“Tt is evident that the federal Public Roads Administration has 
selected Atlanta as the focal point of a vast interregional high- 
way system 40,000 miles long and linking every important center 
of the country,” Neely added. “It is up to the community to take 
full advantage of our position and to prepare for the city of 
1,000,000 which we are destined to become if we do accept our 
opportunities. The survey and its conclusions reflect credit on 
its originators and on Atlanta and Georgia.” 

C. H. Jagels, president of Davison- Paxon Company, charac- 
terized the conclusions as splendid.

Sen. Shipstead, Republican, Min- 
nesota, said he could see no reason 
why the Russians should have any 
hand in deciding the final fate of 
Japan. 

The Russians didn’t even get 
into war until after the Japanese 
had made an offer to surrender,” 
Shipstead declared. 

If the Soviets want to join in 
policy making, let them furnish 
occupation troops for Japan prop- 
er, said Sen. Johnson, Democrat, 
Colorado. 

“If the 
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let our boys come home, then I 
might be willing to let them have 
a say about it,” the Colorado sena- 
tor declared. 

Aiken, Republican, Ver- 
mont, suggested that perhaps the 
Russians brought up the idea of a 
joint commission as a bargaining 
wedge. The Soviets are pretty 
good traders, he added. 

“Having taken over Japan our- 
selves,” he continued, “‘we’d better 
look after it ourselves. We're do- 
ing pretty well so far.” 

This government reportedly has 
countered the Russian proposal for 
joint control with a suggestion for 
establishment of an advisory com- 
mission which would help MacAr- 
thur make policy decisions but 
would leave him as top com- 
mander. 

The Russians were said to have 
complained at London that the 
United States had been too lenient 
with Japan. 

The core of their complaint, it 
was reported, was that the United 
States was permitting disarmed

DANGER OF The most serious threat we face is that 
INFLATION of runaway inflation. The danger comes

markets to satisfy their impatient and selfish desires; third, 
the desires of equally selfish unions to take advantage of 
the situation and force unreasonable wage increases. 


Inflation is the worst of all economic diseases. It reduces 
the value of money in terms of what money will buy. It 
reduces the value of the savings of the people. It under- 
mines security. It underwrites depression. It destroys 
confidence. It creates unemployment. Inflation must be 
avoided, 


REAL In a free market and in the absence of subsidies 
PRICES and speculation, the cost of human effort, be it 
in the form of wages, salaries or other forms of compen- 
sation, quickly determines the price we pay for goods. 

Higher wages without a corresponding increase in pro- 
ductivity are inflationary. Nothing is gained unless higher 
wages mean more goods and services, more customersand 
more good jobs. This requires individual application to 
the job in hand and technological progress all along the 
line—better ways of doing all the things that must be 
done to produce and deliver products to customers at 
reasonable prices. This takes time. 

A minority, by monopoly or by pressure group action, 
may temporarily profit at the expense of others. But the 
idea of wage increases all along the line without a cor- 
responding increase in productivity is a delusion. All the 
people cannot lift themselves by their bootstraps.

of a modern state constitution. 
There are some things you cannot 
help but know. 


“You know that our state will 
face a major crisis in the next four 
years when it will be determined 
whether we are going to march 
forward or slip backward. There 
has never been a greater need 
for sound leadership, nor. will 
there be again in many years an- 
other such opportunity for service. 


“You know that the politicians, 
now trading around, seeking to be- 
come governor, lack the confi- 
dence of the people and cannot 
supply the leadership needed to 
insure Georgia its rightful place 
in the south and the nation.

onversion, and one foresaw its 
peak of joblessness in 1947, 

“The immediate business reac- 
tions to V-J Day seem to indicate 
that business is ready to go ahead 
if sound policies by industry, la- 
bor, agriculture and government 
are such as to encourage the 
planned expansion,” said Fuller. 

“Many workers seem to have 
dropped out of the labor force,” 
the report stated. But it added: 
“In a few months they may come 
back for jobs.” 

In the survey, CED found that 
all but about three dozen of the 
800 smaller communities reckoned 
on employing all the jobless in 
their areas after reconversion. 

This is true, it was stated, if 
laid-off war workers are willing 
to take jobs in commerce and 
service trades which are usually 
lower paid. 

“More than 100 cities of this 
group reported a current labor 
shortage, and another 200 stated 
that reconversion efforts were 
complete,” said the small-city re- 
port, which covered communities 
of 1,000 to 80,000 population. 

: The committee cautioned that 
its survey was not a forecast of 
the employment situation. 

“What we are giving is a report 


‘|of the pace at which reconversion 


is being accomplished, or can be 
accomplished, in the opinions of 
local business leaders,” he - ex- 
plained. “Their estimates... are 
based on three years of work as 
chairmen of their local CEDS.” 

The well-off cities which have 
already completed reconversion or 
find themselves without any great 
problem of jobless are:

Mass hunger in the devastated 
Allied countries of Europe will 
soon find great relief if commun- 
ity canning plants in Georgia and 
the United States meet the can- 
ming record of Future Homemak- 
er and Future Farmer chapters 
of Clarkesville, Ga. 

In five days, from Friday, Sept. 
28 through Tuesday, Oct. 2, the 
boys and girls of these organiza- 
tions picked, shelled and canned 
50 bushels of peas, filling 1,056 
No. 3 cans (quarts) for the Unit- 
ed War Relief program. 

The Clarkesville community 
canning plant, according to T. G. 
Walters, state supervisor of agri- 
cultural education, is only one of 
many Georgia plants operated by 
the state education departm.ent, 
engaged in this nation-wide pro- 
gram to provide canned foods for 
the starving people of Europe. All 
of the 286 FFA chapters of this 
state, aided by girls of the FHA, 
are working in co-operation with 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration to pro- 
cess food for these destitute Al- 
lied countries, Walters said. 

An account of the work done 
by the Clarkesville FFA and FHA 
chapters shows how this canning 

rogram for War Relief is per- 


rmed. 

Joe Chapman, a farmer in the 
community, gave a field of peas to 
the chapters. As soon as the do- 
mation was made, L. E. Nichols, 
teacher of agriculture at Clarkes- 
ville High school, carried the 52 
members of the Future Farmers 


chapter to the Chapman farm and 
they picked 50 bushels of peas in 
four hours time. 

Then 107 Future Homemakers, 
under the supervision of Miss 
Flora Stephens and Miss Lorene 
Holcombe, shelled the peas, with 
each girl working about three and 
one-half hours. 

After this was done, the boys 
and girls joined forces and can- 
med the peas together. And here's 
@ record to be envied—six girls 
and six boys, supervised by the. 
agriculture and home economics 
teachers, processed 400 cans of 
peas in four hours last Tuesday. 

The Lions club of Clarkesville is 
furnishing tin cans for the “farm- 
ers’ and “homemakers” to can 
food for the UNRRA. The boys 
and girls have already filled 2,000 
No. 3 cans, which contain soup 

‘ mixture, beans, tomatoes, and 
corn. Their goal is 3,000 cans, 

Many of the Future Farmer and | 
Future Homemakers of Georgia 
have already planted turnip greens 
and sweet potatoes, which they 
intend to can this winter for the 
War Relief, Walters reported. 


Local FFA chapters and state 


associations that make the larg- 
est donations to this campaign 
will receive awards from the 
board of trustees of the Future 


Farmers of America Foundation.

MEMORIES LIVE FOREVER 


Warm Springs Recalls 
Roosevelt in the Fall

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Oct. 6.—This tiny village will forever live 
among its memories of the late President Roosevelt but as now, when 
Indian summer comes, those memories will burn even deeper. For 


that’s when he always came. 


Another president will be com- 
ing this year, and these people 
will have a feeling of great pride 
and appreciation. But last No- 
vember it was the “Prez,” as quite 
a few people here affectionately 
knew Roosevelt—the man who 20 
years ago had come and won their 
hearts and had continued to come, 
down through years that shook 
the world, until last spring. 

It was Wednesday night, the 
night before last April 12. A bat- 
tery of Army cars drove to a stop 
before the Warm Springs hotel. 


Tall, serious-looking Marines step- 
ped out, filed into the hotel lob- 
by, snapped to attention. A bugle | 
called.

“A message,” said a Marine, 
“from the President of the United 
States for Her Ladyship, Mrs. 
Ruth Stevens, Countess of Meri- 


wether and Macon.” 

The countess came from be- 
hind the desk, gracefully accept- | 
ed the White House envelope. | 
The Marine saluted smartly, or- | 
dered his men to “about face.” 
The Army motors droned away, 


in the direction of the Little 


White House. 


The countess opened the en- 
velope. Its ‘message told her that 
the President of the United States 
was taking this occasion to inform 
His Honor, the Lord Mayor of 
Warm Springs (Frank W. All- 
corn), the > Honorable Lady 
Mayoress of Warm Springs, and 
Her Ladyship, Mrs. Ruth Ste- 
vens, that he would be delighted 
to attend a barbecue. He would 
bring five guests. 

The barbecue was to have been 
the next afternoon, but it was 
never held.

President Roosevelt had known 
“Stevie,” as he called her, since 
she was a girl. She used to swim 
with him in the Warm Springs 
pool. She remembers how he used 
to drive the secret service men 
to distraction by slipping off at 
night to a “bull session” in some- 
one’s home, or for a chocolate 
milk at the drug store. She re- 
members how he always insisted, 
when he would come to Warm 
Springs, that she bake him a 
nutcake. She remembers the last 
time he was in the hotel lobby. 
She patted him on the cheek, said 
“Hurry back, honey.” And she 
shall never forget what William 
Hassett (the President’s personal 
secretary) told her after the Pres- 
ident’s death. “You should cherish 
the memory of having made the 
President happy on his last day. 
He could hardly wait to get to that 
barbecue.” 

CONFEDERATE VETERAN 

It can be told now, Dr. Neal 
Kitchens, an old crony of Roose- 
velt’s, thinks, that for sometime 
before his death President Roose- 
velt was the only surviving mem- 
ber of the Association of Confeder- 
ate Veterans of Meriwether Coun- 
ty. The President had become a 
member back in 1928 after hav. 
ing delivered a Confederate me- 
morial address to the association 
so captivating that when he fin- 
ished the members gave him a 
rousing Rebel yell and _ voted 
unanimously. to elect him an hon- 
orary member for life. 

And Dr. Kitchens shall never 
forget another day back in 1928. 
It was in front of the Warm 
Springs railroad station. The doc- 
tor was en route home when he 


. spied Roosevelt sitting in his car,

looking as if in Weep thought. 
“What's the matter, son?” 

And Roosevelt told Dr. Kitchens 
of his torn emotions. Al Smith 
had wired him that he wanted him 
to run for governor of New York, 
to help him in his forthcoming 
campaign for the presidency. 
Smith would hold up the demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination 
until he heard from Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt explained that the 
treatment at Warm Springs was 
benefiting him. Politics was a 
hard row to hoe. He needed the 
warm sunshine and the warm wa- 
ters here. And yet, ahead was 
opportunity, a chance to serve. 
TAKE IT! 

“Go ahead, son. Send Al Smith 
a telegram, telling him you will 
run. You will be elected, re-elect- 
ed and then become President of 
the United States.” 

The late Sheriff Jake Jarrell, 
of Meriwether county, a cousin of 
Jacob Bunyan Wright, first 
brought Roosevelt to ~ Wright’s 
modest farm home to hear him 
fiddle. And that was the begin- 
ning of a warm friendship be- 
tween Wright and the late Presi- 
dent. 

“We used to ride all over this 


.| country,” says Wright, “looking at 


fattening hogs. I remember one 
farmer saying, ‘I’d never think I'd 
see the day that the President of 
the United States would set foot 
on this soil.’” 
LIVELY AT 75 

Wright says he used to be the 
“best breakdown fiddler in this 
country,” and he can still do a 
lively clog step at 75. But last 
spring, he says, “I was under the 
weather” when the President sent 
for me to come over to play. I 
told them I couldn’t make it. But 
a little later they sent again. They 
said the President wanted to shake 
my hand and hear me play one 
more time.” 

Wright went, but he was to play 
late that afternoon and a little 
while before the President had 
died.

the times on his front porch, his 
feet patting to the lively tunes. 
how he used to “beat the fiddle” 
and tell the President “giving you 
‘Cackling Pullet” ... now, giving 
you ‘Fiddler’s Dram’ . giving 
you a little bit of ‘Devil’s Dream.’

He 
only had a couple hours a day 
for this and luckily for him, there 
was a captured Italian typewriter 
available when the typed final 
version was done. The story is 
now out and is the British fiction 
winner in the MacMillan Cente- 
nary Award contest. Its title is, 
“Desert Episode.” 

Historians may discover that 
“History of World War II” edited 
by FRANCIS TREVELYAN MIL- 
LER is largely responsible for the 
paper shortage. It took 45 car- 
loads of paper to make the first 
printing of this book—350,000 
copies. This gigantic edition was 
off the presses within 25 days 
after the Japanese surrender was 
signed. The feat was accomplished 
by means of having four sets of 
plates printed simultaneously at 
four printing plants. 


RICHARD PLANT has just re- 
ceived a fellowship from the Eu- 
gene F. Saxton Memorial Trust, 
which Harpers use to encourage 
creative writers of talent. Plant 
is now book editor for “Tomor- 
row” Magazine and has written 
for many articles and stories. 
He can now devote himself to 
completing the book he is writing 
which deals’ with Germany 20 
years ago—not a novel of the 
Nazis. 


The Julian Messner Award of 
$5,000 for the best book combat- 
ing intolerance in America, is now 
increased. The $5,000 will be an 
outright prize, and an additional 
$1,500 will be paid against royal- 
ties through a grant from a me 
morial established for Ensign 
Lionel Judah Tachna who lost his 
life in the Coral Sea when the 
destroyer U.S.S. Sims was sunk 
three years ago. The aim of the 
Tachna Foundation is revealed in 
a letter written by the ensign’s 
father to the mother of one of 
the other boys who went down on 
the Sims. In it he mentioned that 
“it would be a vain thing that 
men should die for world peace 
unless there be peaceful tolerant 
living at home.” The funds avail- 
able through the various activi- 
ties of the Tachna Foundation is 
to help develop an educated, in- 
telligent and tolerant citizenship. 


In Seattle, Wash., far from the 
Eastern center of book making, a 
couple of men have started the 
Superior Publishing house for 
books on the northwest. The first 
one we have seen is “Sometime 
Again,” by MAJOR GEORGE L. 
HALL and it relates an incident 
that seems to us typical of the 
clever woodsman. It is the ac- 
count of a French trapper in 
Alaska who seemed relaxed and 
comfortable, although lightly 
dressed in 50 below zero weather. 
The cold was causing a bundled 
man from Fairbanks to turn blue 
and he danced to keep his feet 
alive. When he exclaimed over 
the trapper’s immunity Frenchy 
said, “Oh, I learned a secret from 
the natives . « « a few herbs, I 
never feel the cold.”

News Notes

It is cheering to know that, while 
means and methods have not yet 
been found to teach the Bible in 
public schools of Atlanta and of 
Fulton county, there is one Prot- 

tant school in the city where 
the Bible is taught from the first 
grade through the senior class in 
high schoel. Napsonian School, a 
Presbyterian institution on. Ponce 
de Leon avenue, between Argonne 
and Parkway drive, with an en- 
rollment between three and four 
hundred has, since 1909, been dem- 
onstrating that Bible study and 
Christian atmosphere can be com- 
bined with the best methods for 
the development of girls and boys, 
socially, physically and mentally. 


The school was founded by a 
small group of men for North 
Avenue Presbyterian church, un- 
der the leadership of Dr. Richard 
Orme Flinn, pastor, and was call- 
ed “North Avenue Presbyterian 
School.” For many years it was 
operated and controlled by that 
church until it was felt that the 
growth and usefulness of the 
school would be better promoted, 
and, indeed, already deserved, a 
larger support from all the church- 
es of Atlanta Presbytery and the 
Synod of Georgia. A plan was 
worked out in 1942 by which the 
control passed to an incorporated 
board of trustees, affiliated with 
both the Presbytery and the Syn- 
od. A new name was sought that 
would preserve the ideals and tra- 
ditions of the school and, at the 
same time, indicate that it was 
no longer the property and service 
project of a single church. 


Early in its history, the school 
had become known as N. A. P. S. 
Later, these letters were used as 
symbols of the ideals held con- 
stantly before the students: Nobili- 
ty, Ability, Play and Service. The 
new name selected was Napsonian, 
which seemed to satisfy students, 
alummae’and patrons alike. 

Although Napsonian is essential- 
ly a girls’ school, from the begin- 
ing boys have been taken in the 
lower grades. Junior High and 
Senior High are open to girls only. 


The work of the High School is} 


recognized by all accrediting agen- 
cies. Since early in its history, the 
school has been on the state’s ac- 
credited list and in 1921 it was 
admitted to membership in the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and High Schools. Students gradu- 
ating from Napsonian are admitted 
without examination to standard 
colleges such as Agnes Scott and 
Randolph-Macon. To gain and hold 
this place in educational circles 
has not been easy. The tuition fees 
have always been small for a 
school maintained where city privi- 
leges add to the expense of main- 
tenance, as they also add to the 
cultural development of student 
life. A strong faith and courage 
undaunted by difficulties on the 
part of both board and faculty 
members have carried the school 
safely over many rough places. 
The staff of Napsonian now 
consists of 25 members. Dr. Fer- 
guson Wood, pastor of Westmin- 
ster church, is president, finding 
time in the midst of his heavy 
pastoral responsibilities to dis- 
charge the duties of this office 
with wisdom and efficiency. Dr.

I'm not equipped to talk about Europe because I don’t know a 
darned thing about it.

Those of us who spent a long 
time in “Sicily and Italy were 
amazed that such a run-down 
country could have the audacity 
to declare war on. anyone, even 
with the backing of the krauts.

A lot of them remembered 
that some of their best friends 
were killed by Italians. I didn’t 
belong to that group, even though 
the first enemies I saw were Ital- 
jans. You couldn’t work up a 
good hate against soldiers who 
were surrendering to you so fast 
you had to take them by appoint- 
ment. The average dogface felt 
dreadfully sorry for these poor 
trampled wretches, and wanted to 
beat his brains out doing some- 
thing for them. I didn’t belong 
too strongly to that group, either. 
LIKE A DOG 

Italy reminds a guy of a dog

Nobody ever hesi- 
tated to apply to our medics for 
aid; and the medics usually tried 
to help them. 

Nearly everyone who has hung 
around a battalion aid station in a 
zone where there were refugees 
has seen the civilians with banged- 
up ribs or nicks from stray bul- 
lets and shell fragments coming 
around for treatment. But the 
most beautiful sight of all was the 
man you occasionally saw who 
crumpled and uncrumpled his bat- 


tered hat as he paced up and) 


down in front of the aid station 
with the same worried air, and 
for the same reason, as a man pac- 
ing the tiled floor of a maternity 
ward at home. The only differ- 
ence was that here the expectant 
pap had no cigarets to smoke. 

Most people in Italy and Sicily 
gave us a rousing welcome in all 
their towns and cities, but no- 
where was there such excitement 
as in Rome. We got awful cynical 
about it, because the enthusiasm 
seemed to stop, and the complaints 
seemed to start, 24 hours after 
everybody was kissing everybody 
else. When were we going to bring 
shoes and food and clothes and 
phonograph records? Who was g0- 
ing to pay- for Uncle Antonio’s 
bombed vino shop, and why did 
we have to shell Aunt Amelia’s 
ristorante? 

Some of the housewives were 
downright furious as they poked 
through the rubble of what had 
been their parlors. They seemed 
to forget that their town had been 
full of German tanks and German 
supplies;. instead, they regarded 
our fliers as a bunch of irrespon- 
sible kids with itchy bombsights. 
SOLDIERS ALIKE 

Europeans have been hardened 
to centuries of war and invasion 
and they seem to know what to 
expect from soldiers. While I have 
a natural preference for my own 
countrymen the contact I have 
had with other Allied troops leads 
me to believe that soldiers are 
pretty much alike, no matter 
where they come from. They all 
feel a certain freedom from the 
convention they would observe in 
their own countries. In fact, about 
the only factors that decide a sol- 
dier’s conduct in foreign lands are 
Army regulations, his own con- 
science, and the way he is treated 
by civilians. 

The very guys who caroused so 
wildly on the streets of Naples be- 
haved themselves pretty well in 
many towns in France where we 
were welcomed openly and sin- 
cerely. 

We were swindled unmercifully 
everywhere we went; we learned 
to take it for granted. But a lot of 
us blame was our own. If we found 
a arbershop where the price 
equaled six cents in American 
money, we plopped down what 
amounted to fifty cents in tattered 
European currency. When our 
change was counted out to us in 
even more tattered bills—some 
worth as little as one cent—we 
told the barber to keep the change. 
We'd have paid that price in 
America, and besides, we hated 
to have wads of the stuff sticking 
between our fingers every time we 
reached into our pockets for a 
cigaret. 

After two or three dogfaces had 
repeated this performance, the 
barber decided the stories he had 
heard about all Americans own- 
ing oil wells were true, and the 
price went up to fifty cents. Along 
came a Canadian, whese govern- 


ment allowed him about ten dol-| 


lars per month and banked the 


rest for his return, and when the. 


barber tried to soak him 50 cents, 
the Canadian tore the shop apart. 

All this led the confused barber 
to believe that the Canadian was 
a tightwad and the American a 
rich fool.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(#)—Chairman George of the Senate’ Fi- 
nance Committee, while in general agreement with the $5,300,000,000 
tax cut bill now awaiting house action, voiced some reservations 
today on proposed revisions in corporate taxation. 

“They haven’t got it in such bad 
shape,” George told reporters 
when asked to comment on the 
“quickie” tax cut bill due for a 
house vote Thursday. 

George disagreed with the House 
Ways and Means Committee’s pro- 
posal only to reduce the excess 
profits tax on corporations next 
year, leaving its full repeal until 
1947. The senator said it ought 
to be repealed outright next Jan. 1. 

“It isn’t a question of what 
‘group gets relief,” George said. 
“It's what effect the bill will have 
‘on increasing production and job 
opportunities. 

“It is impossible for any young 
or new corporation to expand with 
the excess profits tax staring them 
in the face. That tax stands there 
as a brake against expansion.” 

' Neither was the Georgian in ac- 
cord with the house group’s recom- 
mendation to cut the combined 
mormal and surtax rate on cor- 
porations from 40 per cent to 36 

r cent. He thought the 40 per 

cent rate should be continued next | 


year to recapture some of the reve- 
nue which would be lost through 
his projected repeal of the excess 
profits levy. He added, however, 
that the combined normal and sur- 
tax should be reduced within. two 
years to about 30 per cent. 

As for individual taxes, George 
said “Substantially, I think what 
the house is doing is all right.” 

Ways and Means recommended 
retention of the 3 per cent nor- 
mal tax on individuals, but with 
the same exemptions allowed in 
computing surtax. This would 
have the effect of excusing about 
12,000,000 persons from paying any 
income taxes. In addition, the 
house group called for a cut of 4 
percentage points in every surtax 
bracket, with a special provision 
that all taxpayers get at least 10 
per cent reduction in their tax ob- 
ligations. 

Within three years, George de- 
clared, individual income taxes 
ought to be cut 
straight across the board.”

Pennsylvania Dutch Cottage 
Depicts Charm of Long Ago 


(Editor’s Note: This is the last in a series of stories, written 
by Sally Forth, on suburban homes of Atlantans where smart 
society is wont to gather during the carefree, summer months.)

Hidden completely from view in the virgin forest of Spalding 
drive at the junction of Mt. Vernon, stands a charming Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch cottage, which eminently justifies its name, Hidaway. 
“And please don’t insert an ‘e’ and make it Hideaway,” begs the 
enthusiastic and versatile chatelaine, Mrs. Harry I. Davis, for the 
first syllable of the name is derived from her husband's initials— 
an appellation she coined in her characteristically original way. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Davis bought the house, which is fashioned 
of creosoted logs put together with white cement, it contained a 
living room with a dining alcove, a kitchen, bedroom and bath. 
Since then they have added another bedroom and bath, a deep 
screened porch which serves as a summer living and dining room and, 
on occasion, is pressed into service as a bedroom for extra guests, 
a huge linen closet, and a cement basement and storage room, They 
have also added a gas furnace, for they are so fond of the place 
they spend every weekend there even during winter, and a garage 
to match the house. In addition, they have built a grassy terrace 
across the front which is inclosed with a railing of creosoted logs 
and boasts of a flagstone walk and steps bordered with ivy and 
. flanked witn boxwood. White clematis climbs over the roof at 
‘either end of the house, forming a frame for the wide picture win- 
dows “which look out upon a sloping well-kept lawn, dotted with 
tall pine, oak, dogwood and mimosa trees, and punctuated with an 
ivy-colored stone well which furnishes water (by means of an 
electric pump) for Hidaway. 


FURNITURE IS 100 YEARS OLD : 

Old-fashioned ship’s lanterns hang on either side of the Dutch 
door and, once inside the long living room, 
that you haven't really dropped down into that charming section 
of Pennsylvania settled by the Dutch many years ago. Practically 
every piece of furniture is over 100 years old, the early American 
design blending perfectly with the natural pine. -paneled walls and 
beamed ceiling, the hooked rugs on the floor, and the red Scotch 
plaid dreperies at the wide windows. The maple furniture in- 
cludes such pieces as a Pennsylvania Dutch cabinet filled with 
colorful Dutch china, and an old-fashioned dough tray and sugar 
chest which hold lamps, books, etc., and a cobbler’s bench which 
serves as a coffee table. The huge field stone fireplace at one 
end of the room is balanced at the opposite end by a maple chest 
fla d by shelves for books and china. A bona fide Seth Thomas 
clock ticks away on the stone mantel, which also holds a pair of 
antique copper oil cans and a gadget known to our ancestors as 
A spinning wheel stands at one side of the 
fireplace and the hearth boasts of wrought iron “fire dogs,” a metal 
bed warmer, on a long handle; a bellows for starting a log fire, a 
pewter candle mould, and a set of irons which were used to make 
the dainty, thin, rolled wafers that our grandmothers used to serve 
at tea time. 

Down one step from the living room is the dining alcove fur. 
nished with a hundred-year-old table and chairs. At the far end of 
the alcove a French window leads to the scrgened porch with its 
flagstone floor, antique dropleaf table, hoop chairs, and chintz- 
covered sofa which may be used as a bed. 

Down a narrow hall from the living room is the electrically 
equipped kitchen, decorated in a gay red and white motif, and 
two bedrooms and baths. The master bedroom has pine-paneled 
a-deep stone fireplace, and blue and white rag rugs on the 
polished wide-board floor. Red chintz draperies hang from scal- 
loped wood cornices over the windows, the scalloped design being 
repeated in the shades for the lights over the maple twin beds 
which are covered with patchwork quilts. 


RARE PRINTS DECORATE WALLS 

The guest room has twin beds, fashioned of maple and pine: an 
‘old apple wood chest, yellow chintz hangings, and quaint, chintz 
bedspreads of patchwork design. The walls of knotty white pine 
are hung with three original Currier and Ives prints and a pair of 
attractive old-fashioned samplers. 

Both baths are in blue and white with dainty ruffled curtdins 
at the windows introducing a note of red to make a patriotic scheme. 

Mr. and Mrs. Davis have overlooked no detail to make Hidaway 
perfect for entertaining their friends, for they love company and 
are noted hosts. On a slight rise to the rear of the house they 
have built a rock grill and an outdoor living room, furnished with 
a split-log table and benches, which are just the thing for barbe- 
cues, steak fries and oyster roasts. Then there is a path leading 
down through the woods to a rollicking stream at the bottom of a 
hill. The path is strung with electric lights and the entire hill- 
side is planted in moyntain laurel, rhododendron and wild azaleas, 
thus making it a panorama of unbelievable beauty in the spring 
at the blooming season. 

Beyond the grill is a vegetable garden to which Mr. 
with pride, claiming that it is the one result of his individual 
effort at Hidaway. Though it was his original idea to buy the 
place, he gives full credit for its development and perfection of 
detail to Mrs. Davis. Even the two pigs and the several hundred 
chickens in the runs beyond the garden and the servants’ quarters 
come under her special care, it seems. 

Last, but by no means least, there is a West Highland white 
terrier called Ginger, which dogs her beloved mistress’ footsteps, 
and taking her cue from the hospitable owners, barks a friendly 
welcome to all guests at Hidaway.

At 21, Sopkin became a member 
the American 
Conservatory and later, head of 
the instrumental department, 
teaching orchestration and con- 
ducting. 

He made frequent concert ap- 
pearances in the midwestern 
states and played one season with 
a string quartet on tour with 
Florence MacBeth throughout the 
west and Canada. : 

Sopkin points with pride to the 
fact that Chicago and other cities 
of the middlewest were pioneers 
in the field of school.music and 
far in advance of other sections 
of the country. He lauds Joseph 
Maddy, of Richmond, Ind., now 
head of the famous Interlochen 
camp, as guiding genius of the 
movement.

He, himself, turned his attention 
to this field, recognizing its possi- 
bilities and educational value, and 
became conductor of a high school 
orchestra, later taking over the 
orchestra at the“podrow Wilson 
City College of Chicago, which 
post he has he@d for the past seven 
years.

Ranger Art Woody Retires 
After 30 Years of Service 


Rounding out 30 years of outstanding service as forest ranger on 
the Chattahoochee National Forest, Arthur Woody retired last week, 
to live a life of ease in his Blue Ridge mountain home. Woody’s re- 
‘tirement brings to a close one of the most colorful careers in the 
. annals of.southern forest and game conservation. 


As chief ranger of the Blue 
Ridge district of the Chattahoo- 
chee National Forest, Woody de- 
voted over a quarter of a century 
to managing timber and game re- 
sour of this vast mountain do- 
main. Starting as a forest guard 
‘In 1915 and acquiring the title of 
ranger in 1918, Woody. has watched 
his forest grow from a remote 
tract of mountain land, largely 
cut-over and unproductive, to a 
well-developed forest, providing 
many benefits. 


KNOWN TO SPORTSMEN 


Woody. and his district of the 
national forest were probably bet- 
* known to sportsmen as a re- 
sult of the fishing and big game 
hunts held on the wildlife manage 
ment areas. These events were a 
special delight to the “Ranger” be- 
cause they. meant seeing old 
friends and having them enjoy the 
sport of fishing the streams or 
hunting the forest which he had 
helped restock with fish and game. 
But, enjoyable as it was, the 
hunting and fishing was always 
“Sunday work” or vacation time 
to Woody. His big job was man- 
aging the timber on the 279,774 
acres of public-owned lands which 
are administered by the U. S. For- 
est Service. In the early days, fire 
protection was the big problem. 
Destructive fires had to be curbed 
to permit young growth to repop- 
ulate .the mountainsides which 
were so important as watersheds 
for many streams and rivers. 

A look at the records will show 
the excellent results Woody and 
his assistants achieved in both 
preventing fire and growing tim-

ber. During the past six years 
there have been 168 fires on his 
district, an average of 28 per year 
with a very low average of only 
788 acres of national forest land 
burned over. 

TIMBER BIG BUSINESS 

Growing trees and selling the 
mature timber on a selectively cut 
basis has run into a big busingss 
on the Blue Ridge district. During 
the past eight years some 63 mil- 
lion board feet of timber, valued 
at around $320,000, has been cut 
and sold to wood-using industries 
through public sales. Much of 
this timber was utilized in help- 
ing to win the war. 

Ted Seely, ranger on the Talla- 
dega National Forest in Alabama, 
will succeed Woody. Seely is well 
known in Georgia, having spent 
three years in the supervisor’s of- 
fice in Gainesville, as staff assist- 


ant in charge of game and range 
management.

Is the NLRB Prejudiced? 


‘While The Atlanta Constitution does 
not budge one inch from its condemnation 
of Friday’s four-hour telephone strike,

ious highways and streets of the city and 
its environs. 


They gave to the case every known en- 
gineering skill. They have arrived at a 
plan. It is one which will meet the needs 
of today and provide for those of fhe fu- 
ture. 


It does away with no streets. It pro- 
vides for special highways—below the 
lével of the usual streets—into which and 
out of which traffic may flow at normal 
points—all without interrupting the major 
flow of traffic.

But the major fact is that it 
allows‘every person to drive where he or

It already has been tried—across a pe- 
riod of years—in other citieS where fed- 
eral and state highway engineers and traf- 
fic specialists have done the job.

“Look how they take 
the bombing. The good old British. They are a peculiar people, 
you know, but good and tough when it « .mes to taking it.” 

So, we wept over the poem, “The White Cliffs of Dover” and 
even had it imprinted in the wax of phonograph records so that 
we might listen to its syrupy maudlinity. We sat and listened to 
night club singers moo into microphones, “There’ll be blue birds 
over—the white cliffs of Dover .. .” 

“Stout blokes,” the British. We sat in our movies and saw the 
lurid flames licking over the buildings of London: the dead bodies 
being carried out beneath the white dignity of sheets or the gray 
obscurity of blankets; the crumbled buildings and their dazed, 
weeping occupants... . 

“Oh, good, good—those British—and aren’t the cockneys won- 
derful in the news reels? Such accents.” 

We feared they wouldn't do it, but they stood off the Nazis and 
we cheered the RAF and the Spitfire. The islands held. 

Then came Pearl Harbor and we were in, attacked after all 
despite the tides of words from me.: who said we wouldn't be. 

England was an ally. And England was the base—the only base 
a which attack could be launched to crack the Fuehrer’s 

ortress.

Tin Cup Mendicant our editorial writers now crack down 
very hard on the blighters over there and refer to Britain as a 
mendicant nation with a tin cup. 

Still others shriek that all she wants the money for is to pay 
off her debts to India and to hold onto her colonies. 

They do the same for France—‘“a fourth rate nation. Let it go the 
way it wills and on its own.” 

And Italy, and the Yugoslavs and all the rest of the lot. 

It is the strangest exhibition of mental immaturity and irre- 
sponsibility. ; 

The same gentlemer. and ladies shriek most frightfully that 
something must be done to keep the whole world from going social- 
istic, or worse. Horrid thought. 

In God’s name, what do they expect of the confused, sick, hun- 
gry, tired world that is Europe? We must not help them, but what 
awful people, to be showing signs of going socialist ... or worse. 
Why can’t they be nice, democratic like we are, never wanting any- 
thing? There is a little bit of the Pharisee in us all. 

All this amazes me. I do not see how any person who professes 
to. be Christian—who thinks of this country as the greatest Christian 
nation on earth—can take on mental isolation or believe we do not 
have obligations to the sick and hurt countries of the world. 

I do not mean to be Santa Claus—to deprive ourselves to the 
point where our own standard of living is low. But I do most 
earnestly believe we must show with more than words and good 
wishes that we, as a democratic Christian nation, want to he p- 
really help. 


Our difficulty, and England’s difficulty, is one of 
England geography and raw materials. 

We sell overseas only to get rid of our surplus products, whether 
of earth or machine. 

Britain sells overseas first to live; second to buy imports (in- 
cluding ours), and thirdly to raise her own standard of consumption. 

Britain must sell outside of Britain to live. 

_ The British, looking at us across a sea, wonder why it is we 
wish to sell our beautiful goods, but refuse to talze beautiful goods 
in exchange. 

Europe gets our automobiles, our films, our tobacco, our cotton, 
our engines, our cigaret lighters and thousands of other items. 

But we raise a tariff to prevent anything coming in. 

It is not likely the British will be able to sell us automobiles. 
Or oil. About all England can sell us is a few luxury items, some of 
their fine woolens and scotch, for instance. Or'some tin or rubber. 

The problem is difficult. But do we want to help Britain? Or 
let her go? 

In the light of history, in the light of our own pious protestations 
of Christianity; in the light of our duty—how can we escape the 
obligation to help those who need it and deserve it? 

Or can we, like the Pharisee, pass on the other side thanking 
God we are not as badly off?

; called first; this is a serious threat 
to the men with families who al- 
ready face an overwhelming prob- 
lem in re-establishing their ‘prac- 
tices. I believe you will find that 
statistics show that Georgia doc- 
tors volunteered 140 per cent of 
the quota for this state under pro- 
curement and assignment while 
many. states, particularly those In 
the northeast , never met their 
original quotas. Knowing the 
really desperate need of more ade- 
quate medical service at home and 
knowing also to what little use 
the services of experienced medi- 
cal men are put in the Navy, we 
seriously question the need of 
keeping these older men in the oc- 
cupation forces in Japan.

That indefatigable worker for others, Clarence

cally Haridicapped” Week. A cause which appeals to aul of us but 
whoever thought up that title had no sympathy for headline writers. 

The first week in October was officially set aside for this cele- 
bration by a joint congressional resolution. The wording of the 
resolution specifies the “first week in October,” but Clarence’s 
letter says it begins this Sunday, which is October 7. I'd have 
thought last week was the first in the month, but who am I to 
question Clarence? I’ve never caught him in error, yet. 

You know of Clarence Power, “The Sunshine Man” of Mari- 
etta, don’t you? 

He’s the fellow who, because of a crippling disease, found him- 
self, years ago, confined to his bed. By dint of miraculous patient 
determination, he taught himself, despite his handicaps, to use a 
typewriter. He began correspondence with other “shut-ins” al] 
over the world. His mail today is just about the heaviest indi- 
vidual mail the Marietta post office handles. 

He founded “International Shut-In’s Day.” The first Sunday in 
June, every year. A day on which thoughtful people visit those 
confined to their rooms, or. homes, or at least write a letter or a 


card of cheer. 

The case of Clarence Power himself is the 
Good Workers most emphatic evidence that no one, regard- 
less of how severe the physical handicap, need give up hope of a 
useful, serviceable role in society. 

Certainly, just because a person is physically handicapped is no 
reason at all why he should be barred from profitable occupation. 
Rare indeed is the individual so crippled by injury or disease he 
cannot profitably make use of some remaining faculty or ability. 
In fact, it is an oft-demonstrated truth that the individual suffer- 
ing loss of one of the senses becomes abnormally acute in another, 
as recompense. Thus the blind, lacking eye vision, become ex- 
tremely sensitive in touch. The nervous system provides, by natu- 
ral means, a substitute for the sense that is gone. 

I have walked along a street, at night, with a blind man and 
seen him naturally, easily, step around sidewalk obstructions, such 
as posts, trees. In the dark he was less apt to walk into such 
things than I. 

He explained that he felt a sort of change in the atmospheric 
pressure into which he walked when a solid object loomed directly 
in his path. Or some extremely delicate sense warned him of the 
obstruction. 

The result of the compensatory sensitivity of substitute senses 
makes handicapped workers, in many cases, better than their non- 
crippled brothers for line of work to which they are particularly 
adapted. : 

For the work suited to their physical equipment it is nearly 
always true that the physically handicapped are better workers 


than others. 

There is nothing to equal, in therapeutic value 
Another Value to the crippled individual Seaeedt Sine knowl- 
edge that he is earning a decent income and that he is fully worthy 
of that hire. Independence, self-support and the dignity of the 
competent workmen will do more to erase the sense of uselessness 
and hopelessness that inevitably, at times, floods the consciousness 
of the newly crippled. It is not, actually, the loss of limb that 
frightens a man, it is the loss of his power to support himself that 
brings discouragement. Once demonstrate to that man he can 
still be a dignified, independent worker, self-supporting, regardless 
of the loss of limb, and he will, to all intents and purposes, quickly 
forget that he is different from anyone else. 

I know an Atlanta business establishment—they would be mad 
if I identified the place—which employs only amputees, discharged 
war veterans, in one large office department. The work is done 
seated at desks and a missing limb or two in nowise lessens the 
ability or efficiency of these men. 

More employers must make places for the physically handi- 
capped if, as a nation, we are to lift that intangible, but all-im- 
portant, national quality, average public morale. 

It is an American national characteristic, the resourcefulness 
of the individual. In some parts of the Old World a man can do 
one job and one only. Take away that job and he becomes a 
public charge. 

In America it is a poor sort of man who cannot quickly adapt 
himself to a new type of work if he can’t continue at the old. That 
resourcefulness, that ingenuity, adaptability, or call it what you will, 
is accentuated in almost all of the physically handicapped. 

The employer who reveals that he has sufficient resourcefulness 
and imagination to make places, in his organization, for the physi- 
cally handicapped, will reap benefit from the resourcefulness of 
them all. 

And, too, will have the satisfaction of contributing a lot to the 
sum of human content and to the continued morale strength of 
the American people.

Text 
And Pretext 


We have all at times used the 
expression “I don’t feel quite my- 
self,” meaning we are not at our 
best. So we say of a singer, or 
orator, “he was not at himself,” or 
“up to himself.’ Instinctively 
each man claims that his best is 
his real self. In the realm of 
sports each one claims that his 
best game—the best game he has 
ever played, even though he has 
never played it but once—is his 
game, and I heartily support that 
claim. 

The very best a man can do, 
or be, is his real self. When he 
is “off his game’’—playing less 
than his best—he is to that ex- 
tent “off or below his real self.” 
Because a man is only at his best 
when an ideal or a cause has sum- 
moned al] of his faculties and 
powers into action for accomplish- 
ment. Anything less than that is 
less than his real self. 

So I maintain that a man has a 
right to be judged by his best, 
and never by his worst. This 
could be, true, too, in our judg- 
ments of groups, nations, and 
races. Most of the hatreds and 
prejudices which divide races and 
nations into hostile camps have 
been the result of the type of 
propaganda which features and ex- 
aggerates the worst. 

Yet each one of us instinctively 
knows he has never done, or been 
his best. Has it not been the ex- 
perience of everyone, that even in 
the accomplishment of the best he 
has ever done, there is the con- 
sciousness that not even.then has 
he given a full and complete ex- 
pression of the powers of his per- 
sonality? Perhaps at the moment 
of his highest expression, there is 
the distinct sense of still greater 
resources not yet called into ac- 
tion. 

The best we know is always the 
prophecy of something better. So 
there is always a possible self 
which dwells somewhere beyond 
the self which has been realized, 
beckoning and calling to us. Thus 
life in a very real sense is a search 
for one’s self—his best self. This 
search is not necessarily a con- 
scious seeking, nor has one us- 
ually any definite ideal of the self 
he is to find. But that instinc- 
tive effort to give expression to his 
physical and psychic powers, 1s 
one’s reach after the attractive 
bauble held before his eyes, is the 
first conscious response of his 
possible personality. When he 
toddles out of the nursery, big 
eyed with curiosity, into the big 
world of sights and sounds, he is 
beginning the long search for him- 
self. 

But why we may ask go into 
the world outside? Because it is 
the world outside which calls to 
the self insidé. We can only find 
ourselves in this big world of ad- 
venture, problems, and responsi- 
bilities. Each one of us has many 
possible selves. Which one will 
be awakened into realization? In 
a large measure this will be deter- 
mined by the prize, the cause, the 
ideal, which has the most com-* 
pelling challenge. It is interesting 
to note the effect which music or 
wine, books or people have on 
one’s personality. As we say, 
they bring out the best or worst 
in one. 

Each one of us might well ask 
himself, what effect does he have 
on the personalities of others? 
What tastes and ambitions do we 
stimulate? Do we call to the best 
or the worst in others?: Here is 
the mission which Jesus proclaim- 
ed for himself in the world. He 
believed profoundly that there is 
a best man in every man, and He 
came to seek and find him. This 
is the “lost man.” So He calls to 
that best latent within us, and it

ing measured on the sidewalk for

Finkelstone’s Emporium doing a 
big business in rayon panties—no, 
Petticoat Lane could not possibly 
exist; and it doesn’t. 

That is, there is not actually 
any street bearing that name. But 
the whole thing exists, and in a 
big way, if you don’t mind my 
Saying so. 


IT IS MAD yet sane. There 
are sO many persons jampacked 
into that throbbing square mile 
on a Sunday morning that you 
couldn’t possibly know what you 
are buying, but on the other hand, 
you are quite likely to get very 
good value for your money, since 
the people who habitually shop 
there demand value and get it— 
there are no shrewder buyers on 
this island. 

It is noisy and lively, yet good- 
natured. Over here to the right 
where the “busking” is going on 
(from the old “sock and buskin”— 
hence, any street show) where the 
man bound and strapped with iron 
chains is writhing .on the rocky 
ground, trying to get loose, the 
crowd are smiling. ‘“He’s putting 
on a good show, all right,” they 
say. “Qf course he can get free 
any time he wants to, but he’s 
giving us our money’s worth.” 
And they toss sixpences and shil- 
lings into the ring. Raucous ac- 
cordion notes beat out Loch Lo- 
mond just back of you and the 
first cool breeze of autumn blows 
a pair of blue panties around a 
girls’ neck. 


THE CROWD is almost as thick 
as it was at Piccadilly Circus on 
V-J night, the carts and barrows 
line both sides of the road, and 
here in Jewry’s stronghold. every 
nationality in the world pauses 
before those stands: Lascars, Nor- 
wegians, Australians, Kaffirs, New 
Zealanders, Rhodesians and U. S. 
lieutenants: from South Carolina 
—both black and white. A black 
one wears this inscription on his 
collar, “U. S. War Correspondent.” 

The sunlight is brilliant (for 
England, that is) on this sixth 
anniversary of the beginning of 
World War II, the streets are 
jammed with happy people, and 
their pockets are jammed with 
pounds sterling. 

“Who'll give a pound for this 
fine bit of china, this blue angel? 
I’ve got her in green, and in gold 
—you say twelve and six, lydy? 
Oh, lydy, you mean seventeen and 
six, don’t you, ma’am? Twelve 
and six? Sold, and when you die, 
may your hair turn to candles to 
light your way to heaven!” They 
are awful, those pieces of china, 
but the colors are gdy, and then 
the purchaser may be thinking of 
dark nights in bomb shelters; per- 
haps she wasn’t far away when 
the second V-2 landed in England, 
there where the “busking” is go- 
ing on now, just back of the cart 
with the glittering brooches.

—($78.00)—can they be fur? Well 
—there are all sorts of animals 
in this world, and most of them 
have skins of one sort or another. 


TOOTH PASTE, Biblical texts, 
men’s long drawers, dolls, dresses,

Japanese Sub 


ne Between swatting flies—I am living, for the 
~mOment in a Jap naval aviators’ barracks hard 
by the airfield and seaplane base here in Tokyo harbor and there 


are at least 4,000 flies per capita 


in Japan, by conservative count— 


I thought I’d drop you a note to let you and the gang know how 


things progress in this part of the world. 


I was the only corre 


spondent aboard the sub tender that brought us here, which I-thought 
was a bad break for awhile, there being nobody to talk shop with. 


BUT IT TURNED out to be a 
good break, for about 400 miles 
off the coast of Japan we got 
word that a Jap sub was on the 
surface, and for us to send a 
prize crew after it.. So a destroy- 
er escort came alongside and we 
went over, in a very rough sea 
that cuused some frantic scram- 
bling on the ladder that amused 
all who watched the debarkation, 
and went builing north on an all- 
night run toward the sub. Rid- 
ing a DE after riding a big ship 
like the Proteus is like crawling 
out of a nice easy chair onto the 
back of a bucking bronco and we 
were slamming full tilt into a quar- 
tering sea that was slapping us all 
over the ocean. I had a sack on 
the signal bridge, swung about six 
feet off the deck, and for awhile 
it was very nice, a good roll that 
would lull you to sleep and a big 
moon shining over the waves 
which were all choppy and capped 
with white. But along about 2 
o’clock we changed course to star- 
board just a whisker and a —— 
came aboard and dropped out 
a ton of green water right in on 
me and the Jap language officer 
who was sleeping below me. I 
thuught I had fallen overboard and 
when I heard him sputtering and 
gagging I thought for a moment 
we both had. Naturally, with a 
soaked sack there was no more 
Sleep that night so I stood up in 
the pilot house watching the helms- 
man fight to keep her on a straight 
course. 


WE CAME UP on the sub about 
8 o'clock in the morning and dug- 
gone if there wasn’t a destroyer 
lying alongside her with their own 
boarding party on board. They 
had beaten us to the prize. 

But they were glad enough to 
give her up and we soon found 
out why. She was the biggest sub 
in the world, her skipper said, and 
I know she was the filthiest. You 
could smell her a mile even when 
she was running with just her 
decks awash and there were rats 
on her as big as poxsums. Well. 
anyhow, small possums. 


THE JAPS seemed glad enough 
to surrender. Our men went on 
watch with the Japs in the engine 
room and the control room and 
on deck, and most of the Japs

It took us all 
day and all the next night to 


slept. There was no place to sleep, 


hardly any place to stand up, with 


180 Japs aboard, and 46 of us,

Bows With Bang took off its wraps Thursday night to re- 
veal one of the smartest supper clubs this side of Washington and 
a floor show which will not be surpassed anywhere in the south. 

The opening was in the form of a “sneak preview,” since the 
formal opening had been postponed several weeks until the entire 
club is completed, and only a small audience of about 800 people 
were present, mostly men and their wives representing the news 
staffs of both papers, radio folk and show people. These people 
form the most critical audience anywhere and are accustomed to 
“sitting on their hands” as showpeople say when the applause is 
none to audible. But the tables had turned Thursday night and 
they were kayoed by one grand lincup of entertainment. 

The Paradise Room, resplendent in its new dress of black, rose, 
white and lavender, was bedecked with huge banks of roses and 
all sorts of flora and ferna and the beautiful new lighting effects 
provided ample backdrop for the show, which I frankly feel is 
one of the best ever presented here, in New York, Miami o~ else- 
where. 

The opening show, which will continue for two weeks, offers ~ 
three acts—Miss Ethe] Shutta, singer; Burton’s Birds, a novelty, and 
Hibbert, Byrd and Leroy, a comedy threesome—which are abso- 
lute tops in their respective fields.
